Tips on Darning. 

The seerct of this homely art Ves In 
running the thread ef the durning eotran 
80 far on each side of the hole that it does 
not immedi.tcly fray and pull out th 
foods, 

Take a long thread of darning cotton 
to begin with and run i¢ at least h-lf an 
inch along the goods on each side cf the 
hole. Continue this until the hole js 
snugly covered, Now cross these threads 
in regular darning style, tzking care tl 
the same precaution is observed. A stock- 
ing darned in this way will wear, as far 
asthe darning is concerned, as long as if 
no hole had existed. 

Todarn very large holes, such a3 are 
like ly to occur from having been pulled or 
frayed out inthe lunundry. samethine mer 
than a thrernd of daz mniey be 
neceseary, Such almost surely ocenr 
in the heel, as this purtof a stocking is 
usually worn thin first and is more likely 
to fray. ; 

In treating of the method of mending 
them it is sufe to take the heel fora model, 

From the leg of an eld stoching, such as 
issure to be found in your basket, cuta 
kite shaped if iece of poods about 5S inche 
Jong and 4 inches across. Yurn the stock 
ing wrong gide out and lay the kite upon 
the heel so that the long pointed end runs 
up the back of the lee and the lower 
rounded pari is at the base of the heel. 

Run a stout linen thread down the cen- 
ter of the kite, taking large, loose stitches. 
Now run in the same way ncross the kite 
Shaped picce, letting the thread be very 
flack, The nest step is to sew the pateh 
lightly tothe heel ty stitehing it around 
the outside. If deftly done, there will be 
neither wrinkle nor crease to tell the wear 
er thot so jimpertani on operation had 
taken place.

4 Ship That Promises to Cross the Atiantio 
In Two Days. 

A queer looking steamer is being built 
n New York which is heralded as the loug 
sxspected and often promiscd mile a min- 
ate ship. Captain C. J. H. Flindt, the in-
